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17. OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 


The Stephen Barnes House has a five-bay facade and a central entry. 
Entry detailing is largely old or original, and features plain pilas- 
ters with denticular capitals and a radial-glazed semi-circular fan- 
light with wooden muntins. A slightly projecting gabled entry hood 
has large plumb-cut dentils under the rakes and a partial return of 
the molded cornice. The six-paneled entry door is also old or ori- 
ginal. Windows have molded surrounds and are fitted with 2-over-2 
Sash. Facade windows are located immediately under the eaves. The 
house is only one bay deep, the left elevation has a later exterior 
brick chimney, there is a side entry on the right elevation.
